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More than 200 would-be 
explorers lined up in front of 
the big ditch on | street on 
January 27, mostly because 
they wanted to climb down 
into the Metro. station still 
under construction.

quarters in San Francisco. 
Under Mr. Waram’s guid- 
ance, groups of 30 local 


residents and neighbors, duly 
supplied with hard hats for 
safety, climbed down three 
sets of ladders, inspected the 
two tunnels leading to Ros- 
lyn, climbed over reinforcing 
rods, and got the feel of the 
cavernous ditch currently 
covered with thick wooden 
decks. 

There were very few drop- 
outs who urged others to 


-walk westward for about a 


block, following the concrete 
trough into which the tracks 
will go, or eastward toward 
25th Street, where the twin 
bores descend below the 
Potomac.
